Washington—Although the eigh- 


teenth amendment has been a part 
of the constitution 
for nearly 


decade, the actual language of that 
amendment had never been trans 
lated into federa! 
law until 
the 


Jones amendment to the Volstead 
act was passed by the last congress. 


Every part of the constitution re- 


quires an act of congress to put it 
into force, and the Volstead act was 
intended to execute the eighteenth 
amendment; yet while the Volstead 
act covered a great deal of ground 
and 
denned 
alcoholic 
beverages, 


there was no provision in which ths 
language of the eighteenth amend- 
ment itself was included. 
Many 


constitutional lawyers have criticiz- 
ed the eighteenth amendment on the 
ground that it was a piece of legisla- 
tion itself and contended that the 
farmers should have confined them- 
selves to a grant of power to con- 
gress.- The Jones law.jepeats almost 
exactly the language of the eigh- 
teenth amendment and by prohibit- 
ing the manufacture, sale, trans- 
portation, distribution, 
importation 


or exportation of alcoholic-beverages, 
it makes the violator of the Jones 
law directly the breaker of the Con- 
stitution of the United 
States it- 


self. 


OF INDEPENDENT POWER 
The tactical value of the Jones 


law has generally been overlooked 
as public attention has been focused 
on the "fact that now for the first 
time jail sentences of from 1 to 5 
years may be imposed on those -who 
violate the prohibition laws.. Up to

LIFE FOR PINT LAW 


KILLED IN MICHIGAN 


Lansing, Mich. — (XP)—Michigan's 


"life for a pint" law, under which 
bootleggers were subject to life im- 
prisonment for a fourth offense, was 
repealed Thursday by the state legis 
lature. 


The amendment 
will exempt ap- 


proximately 120 minor felonies, in- 
cluding such "crimes" as wearing- a 
lodge pin without authority from the 
class of potential 
life sentence of- 


fenses. 


Only felonies 
for which a maxi- 


mum sentence of at least five years 
upon first offense Is prescribed now 
are subject to life 
imprisonment. 


The maximum sentence for a first 
liquor offense is four years.

Parnassus, Pa. —OP)— The known 


death toll in the Kinloch mine.dis 
aster mounted to 4C late Friday af 
ternoon. 


Thirty bodies had been brought to 


the surface, and rescuers reportec 
they had found 15 others far back 
in the explosion-wrecked workings 
One body was known to be under 
eight feet of water at the bottom o! 
the main slope. Seventeen 
miners 


were unaccounted for. 


The mine was free of gas, and res' 


cuers were making rapid progress in 
exploring the far recesses of the 
underground tunnels. 


One miner, entombed for more 


than 24 hours was rescued alive dur- 
ing the morning. Of the missing 
men, rescuers had located 15 more 
bodies near Butt No. S, and George 
Mccaa, safety expert United States 
Bureau of mines, expressed the be 
lief that at least four others were 
bratticed-in and may be found alive 


Rescue crews were working to ex- 


plore^-the far recesses of the mine 
the rescuers found five bodies aboul 
a half- mile in the workings. Fri 
day afternoon they came upon four 
more bodies a mile inside. 


The fact that some of the entomb- 


ed miners had erected canvass brat- 
tices in the workings, in an effort to 
keep out the deadly gases, led res- 
cuers to hope that some of the men 
were alive. While pushing through 
the thirteenth butt 
Fridaj-, more 


than one and one half miles from the 
main slope, a rescue crew came up- 
on Lawrence Althouse, 29, who had 
been listed among the missing. Alt- 
house was wandering about the dark 
underground tunnels when 
found. 


His buddy—the man who worked 
with him in the butt lay near, dead. 


DON'T KNOW NUMBER 


Mine officials explained it was not 


known 
how many 
of the 
men 


listed as unaccounted for were in 
the mine. They said also that the 
tipple destroyed by the explosion, 
had been erected at a cost of ?1,000,- 
000. 


Engineers of the XT. S. Bureau of 


Mines, as well as Ira Thomas, dep- 
uty secretary of mines, said fresh 
air was moving into sections of the 
mine where the men were entombed 
and there was reason for hope that 
some of them will survive. 


The entire distance of 7,000 feet 


from the mine mouth had been brat- 
ticed during the night and in fight- 
ing their way through piles of debris 
to reach the spot where it Js now 
hoped the missing men will be found, 
rescuers came upon the bodies of 
the score of workers which later 
were brought to the surface. Some 
of the bodies were badly burned: oth- 
ers bore no marks. Apparently the 
men had suffocated. 


Lights were not extinguished in 


Kinlock homes Thursday night as 
members of the miners families and 
friends kept vigil a short distance 
from the pit mouth even after the 
fans were put in operation and the 
mine had ceased belching poison 
fumes.

Investigation Into Murder 


of Edward Knutson in 


Swamp Is Ordered

Poynette —(XP)— A coroner's jury 


Friday afternoon recommended that 
Roy Chrislaw, 45, be charged with 
first degree murder Tor the slaying 
of a neighbor, Edward Knutson, 63 
whose body was found in the marshy 
wastes which surround Lake Wis- 
consin, about seven miles southwest 
of here, Thursday. 


Portage —OP)— The dawn -which 


Thursday picked out in dim relief 
the body of Edward Knutson. spraw- 
led in the swampland near Okee, 
Friday threw the grim outline of 
jail bars on Roy Chrislaw, 30, ac- 
quaintance and confessed slayer. 


Christlaw took the 
Columbia-co 


sheriff to the body Thursday and 
said, simply, "I shot him"—nothing 
more. He was in jail Friday, held 
without charge, while plans • •were 
made for an autopsy over Knutson' 
body. 


Sheriff Alfred Gilbert 
saw 
the 


shooting as the climax of a bitter 
rivalry between" the two families— 
the Knutsons and Christlaws— for 
trapping and hunting privileges in 
thfs sandy region 
where 
farmers 


are hard put for it to eke a living 
out of the soil. 


Although Chrislaw has told but lit- 


tle of the shooting, Gilbert is of the 
opinion that it occurred -when the 
two men set out before sunrise to 
inspect their strings of traps, and 
met where their properties adjoin 
along the Wisconsin river. 


SHOT FOUR TIMES 


Knutson's body, with four bullet 


holes in it, was found near a trap, 
almost -sprawled over it, just 
be 


neath a "no hunting" 
sign that 


Knutson' had posted. 


J. N. Thouzenell, special investi- 


gator, found powder burns In the 
small of the back, apparently indi- 
cating he said that the man had 
been shot from behind. 


Investigators 
also 
strengthened 


their assumption that he apparently 
was shot from behind from the fact 
that they found a bone turned up 
on the chest. 


The theory of a 
feud 
between 


the clan of the Christlaws and the 
clan of the Knutsons was advanced 
by Sheriff Gilbert, when he recalled 
that 
early 
last December 
Ralph 


Chrislaw, his father, Charles, and 
Roy Rapp, a friend, had been arrest- 
ed by state conservation wardens* 
Dan Trainer and A. L. Alderman, 
of Portage, for illegal 
taking • of 


deer. 


The trio, records at Madison re- 


vealed, were caught in the' act of 
loading two fawns and a doe into a 
car after they had used a spotlight 
for night hunting. 


Gilbert claims that the Chrislaws 


have ever since blamed Knutson. 
who was a former employe of the 
state conservatory commission, for 
tipping off the wardens.

His campaign 
pledge to solve the growing problem 
of England's 1,250,000 unemployed 
persons within a year has renewed 
the interest of the working class 


* voters in the man who is acknowl- 


edged by nearly all critics to be 
England's most profound and subtle 
strategist. 


His young life in this community 


on the banks of the river Jrwell was 
not long enough for him to absorb by- 
actual contact tho tradition of the 
anti-corn law and free trade move- 
ments which were cradled here, or 
the liberalism which he now heads 
that was born in this district, 
but 


lie early assimilated their ideals in 
liis adopted home in "Wales. 


The hands of fate moved Lloyd 


George from Manchester to Wales 
His father died while he was quite 
young and the mother, unable to 
bear alone the family burdens, turn 
ed to her brother for help. Thus a 
Welsh uncle, who was a shoemaker 
by trade, became Lloyd George': 
foster father 
and 
sponsored 
his 


early education in the church school 
at Llanystumdwy, Wales. 
Lloyd 


George often acknowledged his 
in 


dcbtedness to him. 


At the age of 14 Lloyd George 


started training to be a 
solicitor. 


In 1888 he married Margaret Owen 
of! Criccleth, Wales, and launched 
his political career by becoming sec 
rotary of the South Sarnarvonshire 
Anti-Tithe league. He was elected to 
parliament in 1SOO as a radical, de- 
feating a conservative opponent by 
18 votes. Since then his reputation 
as a champion of Welsh nationalism, 
Welsh non-conformity and liberal- 
ism has become thoroughly estab 
lished in the country and in parlia^ 
ment. 


His advancement has been steady. 


He _was president of the board of 
trade from 190G to 1908, chancellor 
~t the exchequer from 190S to 1915.

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MARSHAL FOCH 


The death of Marshal Foch writes 


the final chapter of perhaps the great- 
est single personage of the World war. 
There may be opinion that von Hin- 
denburg eclipsed the French general- 
issimo in military genius, but we 
believe history -will give the palfn to 
Foch. Until the final phase of the war 
the allies were on the defensive. Defeat 
was twice narrowly averted. 
Cred- 


it 
cannot, 
of course, be 
given 


to 
the 
French 
commander 
for 


the ultimate victory. 
Without Amer- 


ica the war probably would have 
been lost, and with 
America t it 


was certain to be won regardless 
of who was in command. Nevertheless, 
the fact remains that both the genius 
and staying qualities of the 
heroic 


marshal turned the tide of disaster in- 
to success. Without his leadership it is 
easily conceivable that the allies might 
have be£n overwhelmed in France be- 
fore the arrival of America. - 


There can hardly be any doubt that 


the placing of Foch in supreme com- 
mand was wisely done. He was the 
right man for that tremendous respon- 
sibility. He had proved himself by the 
most severe tests that war had ever 
-^ 
I 
imposed, tests in comparison with 
those of previous wars were far more 
complicated. He is credited with hav- 
ing once said: "Victory equals will. 
Victory goes always to those who de- 
serve it by the greater force of will. 
A battle won% is a battle in which one 
will acknowledge one's self 
beaten." 


Certainly there has never been a-more 
striking demonstration of this philoso- 
phy than in the saving of France in the 
battle of the Marne at the-very gates of 
Paris and again in 1918 when the Ger- 
mans set in motion their second great 
offensive. In the first offensive Foch's- 
army was practically shattered and he 
was for the moment a defeated com- 
mander, but the will to win performed- 
the seemingly impossible feat of re- 
pulsing the enemy. 


It is " unnecessary in commenting 


upon the life and service of Foch to re- 
view in detail the part he played in 
the World war. It is well known to 
people of every land. The facts of im- 
portance in the summing up relate to 
his character as a man and his position 
as a military commander and strate- 
gist. Quiet, gentle, unassuming, he 
possessed those personal qualities 'that 
endeared him to his countrymen and 
that caused him to be held ia affection- 
ate esteem throughout the world. 


He was a very human person, but 


with all of the sympathies, understand- 
ing and spiritual traits that go to make 
up the human man, he had a de- 
gree of intelligence, control and will 
power exhibited by few military fig- 
ures in history. 
Napoleon was more 


brilliant, more pugnacious, more dom- 
ineering, but he had no greater staying 
qualities if as great. 
He worked his 


own undoing. 
Washington had the 


bulldog tenacity of Foch. He wrought 
victory out of defeat, and that is what 
counts. 


The tributes to Foch everywhere are 


unstinted. His is a glory untarnished 
and it will be undimmed by time. He 
was equal to one of the greatest crises 
history-will ever record. That is the 
measure of his worth, of his capacity, 
of his achievement. America joins with 
France in lasting reverence to his 
memory and in the full acknowledge- 
ment of his service and genius. 


PRIVATE REGULATION 


When President Hoover announced 


his policy of conserving the petroleum 
on the public domain, the question was 
naturally asked, what would be done 
about conserving the petroleum on the 
private domain ? Private citizens' hold- 
ings of oil properties arc far greater 
than the government's, and private 
waste is greater than public waste. 


This question has bccii answered in 


a practical fashion. The American Pc- 


institute has-a general con- 


servation committee, which has start- 
ed a movement to limit production of 
crude oil on the western hemisphere. 
It recommends that, beginning Apr. 1, 
the average daily production of the 
United States, Mexico and the north- 
ern part of South America shall be held 
to the level of 1928. 


This would be a notable achieve- 


ment, after a period when oil produc- 
tion has been increasing greatly every 
successive year, involving over-produc- 
tion,'waste and rapid depletion of the 
available supply. Whether the reform- 
ers can make their plan effective re- 
mains to be shown.

hand, is the very incarnation of the 
machine age.-He simply could not have 
existed at any other stage in history. 
He was brought into being by the au- 
tomobile, and is as far removed from 
the day of witchcraft as anyone you 
can name.

And yet, if the Allentown authorities 


are correct, it was such a man who 
gave out charms and incantations for 
the suspicious believers in witchcraft! 


The thing-is symbolic, in a way. It 


illustrates'the way in which habits of 
thought suited to an age. that is dead 
are persisting alongside of new devel- 
opments that" call "for an entirely new 
outlook on life. 


The automobile is one of ' the

chines that have changed modern life. 
It' typifies them all; machines that

old social and economic customs in the

To .get along in this new;- machine 


age we must advance mentally 
as 


much as we have advanced mechan- 
ically. We^must learn how to make all 
of these machines work foi: our good 
and not for our harm. They are two- 
edged weapons; if we do not master 
them they will master us. 


Most of the" time we seem to be suc- 


ceeding fairly well. But an incident like 
this at Allentown is disconcerting. Can 
ancient superstition of'the darkest type 
exist side by side with the complicated 
machinery of 1929? 


We are only halfway modernized. 


An auto repair maivwho performs in- 
cantations on the side is an extreme 
case, to be sure; but he i* not funda- 
mentally much more surprising than 
any other man who failed to realize 
that new conditions call for a profound 
mental readjustment.

appeared to tell an astonishing tale 
of having been kidnaped and 
held 


for ransom the echoes 
resounded 


around the world. 


The latest echo was the vote for 


trial of impeachment charges against 
Superior Judge Carlos S. Hardy by 
the California senate Tuesday after- 
noon. 


Judge Hardy, snowy-haired devout 


pillar in his community was but a 
pin in the alley knocked down by 
the ball set rolling when the titian- 
haired evangelist underwent the ex- 
perience 
variously 
described 
by 


friends and enemies. 
Before 
him 


several deaths had occurred as a di- 
rect or indirect result of the 
dra- 


matic incident, a community had 
been in bitter controversy and liti- 
gation both criminal and civil had 
been instituted in the courts. 


Judge Hardy w.is accused in ar- 


ticles of impeachment brought by 
the lower house of the 
California 


legislature of five offenses. Four of 
them related to the Aimee Me Pher- 
son case. They charged the vener- 
able jurist with practicing law when 
he was a superior court judge and 
had no right to do so, with obstruct 
ing justice on behalf of the 
famed 


evangelist and with accepting a 
$2,500 check for his alleged 
legal 


^service, and with attempting to in 


timidate a newspaper 
man who 


might be called as a witness in the 
Me Pherson case. 


A fifth article charged that he was 


guilty of misconduct in 
arranging 


for the trial of "William Edward 
Hickman, but this article was voted 
down by the senate, leaving 
four 


counts on which the judge must go 
to trial, all of which relate directly 
to the kidnaping story of the 
tti- 


mous evangelist. 


In the unanimous vote of the 


senate against sustaining 
the de 


murrer of the eminent jurist must 
be read two 
viewpoints. On the 


one hand is a desire to uphold the 
highest ideals in the state- judiciary, 
on the other a determination to get 
at the bottom—at the truth behind 
the Aimee kidnaping story. 


For two days the California sen 


ate, transformed into a high court, 
of impeachment has functioned 
as 


a grand jury_ and on Tuesday eve 
ning it decided that a "true bill" 
had been brought against 
Judge 


Hardy; in other 
words 
it decided 


that if the charges brought against 
the jurist are true they constitute j 
a cause for removal from office. 


The argument has been warm but 


involved as technical. On one side 
the judges counsel has contended 
that he acted only as a warm 
friend of Angelus temple assisting 
legally and zealously to extricate its 
pastor from an embarrassing situa 
tion. On the other side it has been 
argued that the judge in acting on 
behalf of Sister Me Pherson when 
she was "at arm's length with the 
state of California" 
practiced 
law 


and that he accepted a substantial 


^compensation for so doing. 
' 
DENY MISDEMEANOR 


The judges counsel argued that 


their client violated no law nor pro 
vision of the constitution because he 
did not practice law "in court" and 
committeed no misdemeanor in per 
formance of his judicial duties, but 
the senate upheld the contentions of 
the youthful board of manager fdr 
the assembly that in advising and 
defending Aimee McPherson when 
her disappearance and story 
were 


being investigated with a view to 
finding if a felony had been com- 
mitted, he committed acts which 
were inherently wrong for 
a su- 


superior court judge and which con- 
stituted misconduct in office. 


Judge Hardy must go to trial on 


the four articles of 
impeachment 


the penalty being suspension or re- 
moval from office. During the trial 
before the senate the •whole "Aimee" 
case is expected to be gone over 
again. Former 
attempts, 
formal 


and informal, have failed to shake 
Aimee's story that she was kidnaped 
and held for ransom at a shack in 
Mexico. Another attempt is to be 
made with five bright young attor- 
neys from the state assembly 
a" 


prosecutors and the august senate 
of the state sitting as a jury.

It seems that the Florida had been 


caught in the gale off the Atlantic 
coast while on her way from 
the 


Gulf of Mexico to Italy. 
She had 


rather an 
unfortunate start for, 


while in the gulf, she was badly 
buffetted and a member of her crew 
was carried away. She was in the 
Atlantic storm for several days when 
rudder trouble gave Captain Fava- 
loro considerable difficulty. 


Two days before he sent out his 


call for help the captain endeavored 
to make repairs himself and, while 
he was engaged in this perilous job, 
the rudder went out of commission 
altogether. 
He stuck at the post 


while the seas carried away part of 
the bridge, smashing lifeboats and 
causing the cargo of lumber to 
shift. Suddenly the 
captain 
was 


thrown against the rail by a huge 
comber and two of his fingers were 
badly smashed, forcing him to quit. 
He returned to what was left of the 
bridge and discussed the situation 
with his officers. The chief engineer 
was suffering from two broken ribs 
as a result of being thrown about 
the engine room, and four other men 
of the crew were injured. The Flor- 
ida had no doctor aboard and natur- 
ally these men were suffering agony. 


Instead of abating the storm be- 


came worse. The men were in a los- 
ing fight but true to the traditions of 
the sea they were not ready to give 
up until all hope was gone. When 
the SOS was finally broadcast the 
crew was in bad shape and the ship 
was listing sharply. The fresh water 
supply was very low and that por-

The gale was increasing in force 
and the seas getting higher. Fortu- 
nately, our men were in the best of 
physical condition. They maneuvered 
and got close enough again to throw 
a second rope to them and~"the ro- 
maining 15 Italians were able 
to 


abandon ship. 


Captain Favaloro, the last 
to 


leave, told me afterward that he had 
two pets Dboard, a canary and a dog. 
The dog he held under the arm with 
the crippled fingers until 
he was 


ready to jump into the sea. He had 
planned to gra^p the rope with his 
other hand. He regretted leaving the 
canary, yet saving it was impossible. 
The dog freed himself just as the 
skipper was getting set to leap. For 
a moment he watched it struggle In 
the wat«>r and 
then was 
carried 


away. His first impulse, he said, was 
to follow his pet in an effort to save 
it. He realized, however, that this 
was not only dangerous but 
inad- 


visable, for the lifeboat crew was 
ready to start back for the America 
as soon as he was aboard and he did 
not want to jeopardize the lives of 
the men. So he left his home and his 
pets, the greatest sacrifice a sailor 
can make. 


As soon as the men got aboard 


they were given flrft aid, stimulants, 
food and dry clothing. Not one com- 
plained. They came aboard as they 
left their ship—in an orderly man- 
ner without undue haste or excite- 
ment. There wai no scramble at any 
time. 


Captain' Favaloro 
seemed 
de- 


pressed for a long while. He felt as 
any sailor feels when he has 
lost 


everything. He had been to sea 13 
years and was only 31 years old, but 
the Florida was his home and with- 
out it he was lost. He subsequently 
told me he was going back to sea. 
It had taken everything he had in 
the world and he almost lost his life 
fighting it, 
but as soon as

sign on again.

American trade and apparent eco- 
nomic strengthening of the Soviet 
Union aro expected to hasten the 
day when semi-official negotiations 
are begun looking toward diplomatic 
recognition. 


No one Is worrying about the 


question now, unless it be Senator 
Borah. And there is no indication, 
official or otherwise, that either gov- 
crnta>.nt is cun(.cuu)latlng overtures 
in the near future. Nevertheless, it 
is quiet likely that there will be 
negotiations during Hoover's admin 
Istration, the success of which will 
depend upon Russia's willingness to 
accept our terms. 


President Hoover is not on record 


as opposed to recognition. With an 
eye to foreign markets, he is ex- 
pected to apply an open mind to the 
problem whenever it seems advis- 
able to consider it. If it should de- 
velop, of course, that there was still 
a strong popular prejudice against 
Ttussian recognition, he would hard- 
ly be likely to push the negotiations.

000, with constant high cost of main- 
tenance. 
The road, late on Thurs-

scene. Swift currents from the Wolf 
sweep under the bridges into low- 
lands water-filled for miles.

lumber and heavy building paper 
provided dykes which kept the wa- 
ter from sweeping: over the roadbed. 
At many points the water behind the 
dykes stood fully eight inches high- 
er than'the road. Another two inch- 
es of water and no available rein- 
forcement can save the road.

Water is still high on the three 


roads between this city and Shiocton 
and Stephensville. '""'thway 54 is 
passable, although r - wr>ter is deep.

The worst stretches, however, are 
found on Highway B. 'This is the 
*^rtf Shiocton road and

points deep water covers washouts 
which endanger safety of teams and 
motorists. 
At one 
point on the 


Stephensville road it was feared that 
any further rise would end travel. 
Drivers of milk trucks 
feared that 


boats would have to be resorted to in 
order to take their milk across the 
flooded swamp road to the creamery 
at Stephensville and with any appre- 
ciable rise of water this course will 
be followed.

Wall Street, New York—The Van 


Sweringen Brothers of Cleveland, 
who have made a decided impression 
in the eastern railroad world since 
they first bought control of the Xick- 


•~ «1 Plate a few years ago, are ex- 


tending: their operations in the trans, 
portation field west of the Mlssisslp. 
pi river through the purchase of 175,- 
000 shares of Missouri Pacific com 
men and preferred stocks. 


This fact became known "Wednes- 


day and was startling news., to rail 
road executives and railroad bank<ys. 
It is presumed that the purchase ha: 
been made in the interest of the Al- 
leghany 
Corporation, which 
was 


formed in February when its securi- 
ties representing approximately ?37,- 
000,000 were sold publicly. It is un- 
derstood that about §17,000,000 of the 
proceeds of these offerings have been 
put into Missouri Pacific stocks. 


\Vhether this purchase represents 


an investment by the Van Swcring- 
ens in a property which they may 
believe has great possibilities or whe- 
ther it is a bit of strategy in behalf 
of the Van Sweringen lines east of 
the Mississippi or leaverage against 
those who have been opposing them 
in their eastern consolidation scheme, 
is not yet apparent. 


PURCHASE IS UNUSUAL 


This is the first time in some years 


that any large eastern group of rail- 
road owners whose lines reach out 
to St. Louis and Chicago have gone 
west of the Mississippi and entered 
a -field with problems quite different 
from those in their home territory. 
The purchase of the Van Sweringens 
iu the Missouri Pacific would natur- 
ally entitle them to representation 
t. the board of directors and this 
may be opposed if requested, as the" 
relations between 
them and 
the 


bankers for the former Gould road 
are not believed to be especially 
friendly. 


Recently the Van Sweringens sold 


their newlly acquired interest In the 
Buffalo, Kochester & Pittsburgh rail- 
orad to the Baltimore and Ohio. At 
the same time they took over from 
that road and from the New Tork 
Central their interest in the Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erie. The purchase of 
the Missouri 'Pacific stock was ap- 
parently made in the open market 
and was not the result of negotia- 
tions with any one large stockhold- 
ing interest. It therefore, does not 
raise the. ticklish question involved 
in holding the stock of a competi- 
tive road and the incident would not 
come under the purview of the In- 
terstate Commerce commission. 


SHIFTING IS aUESTIONED 
The commission, however, is under 


stood to question the shifting- of the 
AVheeling- & Lake Erie control from 
the 1927 buyers to the Van Swering- 
ens although this act took the teeth 
out of the decision of the commission 
which criticized the 
purchase and 


holding of the Wheeling & Lake Erie 
by the joint proprietors of that com- 
pany. 


Missouri Pacific common stock has 


sold this year as low as 62 1-2 and 
as high as S7 7-S. It is supposed 
that the Van Sweringen buying was 
between these two levels. The pre- 
ferred stock has ranged between 120 
and 137 3-8. The latter is now pay- 
ing regular dividends of 5 per cent 
and recently began to cut down the 
dividend 
accumulations of over 50 


per cent. As shareholders the Van 
Sweringens will bo entitled to sub- 
scribe to the $46,392,000 of 5 1-2 per 
cent convertible bonds of the Mis- 
souri Pacific which are to bo offered 
to holders of preferred and common 
stock to the extent of 30 per cent 
of stock owned. 


These bonds will be convertible af- 


ter May 1, 1931, into common at $100 
a share.
